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GOVERNORS MESSAGE. 


Genilemen of the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Washington: 


Tt is well known to your honorable body, that by the organic 
act, the Governor exercises no part of the law-making power 
of this Territory, therefore there is not the same‘reason for the 
Executive to give his views of policy to the assembly, as would 
seem to be justified in those States and Territories, in which 
that department has the duty to perform of assenting to, or 
disapproving, legislative enactments; notwithstanding it is ex- 

ected the executive will give his yiews annually to the legis- 
ative assembly, upon matters pertaining to the general saline 
of the people. 

The first subject of public interest to which I desire to call 
you attention, will be the codification and republication-of.our 

erritorial Laws. This is the tenth session of the Legislature 
of this Territory, and its Statutes are spread through as many 
pamphlets as there have been sessions. . 

“Of the laws passed shortly after the organization of the Ter- 
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ritorial government, few copies were printed, because at that 
early period, sach was the sparseness of our population, a 
greater number were not needed; since then, emigration has 
greatly increased our population, and widely extended our set- 
tlements, where several new counties have of late years been 
organized, thus greatly increasing the number of public officers ; 
hence, tbe copies of the early session laws have long since been 
exhausted. Iu the large area of country comprising the coun- 
ties of Walla Walla, Shoshone, Nez Perces and Idaho, there 
are few complete sets of the laws to be found. Practicing at- 
torneys are unsupplied, and unable to procure thenr at any 
price; even the copy now in the Executive office, from neces- 
sity, was recently purchased from a private library. Indeed, 
the scarcity is such, as to renderit impossible to procure copies 
for the use of tho members of the Legislature, Courts, Federal, 
Territorial and County offices. Especially should all the ofti- 
eers elected in the newly created counties be immediately pro- 
yided with the laws, to gnide them in the performance of their 
respective duties. The people should not be kept ignorant of 
the Jaws under whfch they live. 

Should you think it necessary to direct a republication, it will 
also be advisable to provide fer a proper codification or revis- 
ion, of all said acts, in order to render thom less complicated. 

The various alterations which have at different times been 
made in our Statutes, Lave increased the difficulty of ascer- 
taining what laws remain unimpaired by subsequent enact- 
ments; the presence of a large mass of printed matter, con- 
tained in these several pamphlets, many of whieh have been 
so changed and amended, that great confusion has been there- 

-by produced, - . 
In revising and reprinting these laws, all obsolete, and re- 
‘pealed acts, or parts of acts, should be carefully excluded; that 
the new compilation of the Statues, may consist only of such 
“laws as rémain in foree. — ; ee oO 
'  Appended to the said new eode, or in a separate volume, 
the Ate of the Supreme Court should also‘be published, 
thns would our public officers, the courts and the people, be 
- afforded the opportunity of becoming acquainted with the law 
and its coustruction, without which information, many good 
and worthy citizens may innocently become the violators/of 
Statutory enactments, the existence of which they are not in- 
formed. . 
jonvenicnce, necessity, and jistice to the people, require 
proper legislative action at this time, and I trust your honora- 
ble body will not close your labors without adopting suitable 
measures on this subject. Bh ED oe 
I should þe reereant to the duties Lowe to society, if I 
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filed to call your serious attention to the sad and immoral e£ 
fects, growing ont of the readiness with which our legislativo 
assemblies, have heretofore annulled that most solemn con- 
tract of marriage. Let me earnestly invoke you, to stay the 
evils, which result from the legislature granting divorces, 
thereby destroying the sacred responsibilities and duties of 
‘husband and wife merely upon the request, or petition, of one 
of the parties. 


Without intending to trespass upon your law-making prov- 
ince, permit me to. suggest for your consideratioh the fact, 
that the present laws declare marriage to be a civil contract; 
therefore, all breaches or violations of its conditions are proper 
subjects for the Judiciary alone, and not for Legislative enact- 
ment upon one-sided, or ex parie, statements. k 


The law as it stands upon the statute books of the Territory 
has covferred full jurisdictiog upon the Courts, in all cases 
belonging to divorces, which is the only tribunal that can de- 
liberately hear and examine all the witnesses on both sides of 
those unfortunate domestic difficulties of the parties applying 
for a dissolution ot the marriage contract. 


The Legislature seldom has the opportunity of hearing any 
witnesses, even on the side of the complaining party, and 
never ean have before them all the witnesses connected with 
both parties, especially necessary to the proper adjudication 
of these eases. It will also be well to remember, that in di- 
voree eases the Legislature cannot decree or enter judgment 
for alimony, division of property belonging to the married 
parties, nor legally decide whether the separate husband, or 
wife, shall lawfully continue the possession eare and control of 
their children, i 


The Courts alone ean have full power to render final judg- 
ment and decree for alimony, division of family property, and 
direct who shall haye the care and control of the minor 
children. 


Many of the Legislatures of the States, for several years 
past, have positively refused to grant any divorces. - Eminent, 
awyers are agreed in the opinion that all divorces granted by 
Legislatures are entirely unconstitutional, and therefore nall 
and void, for the reason that no act of a Legislature can destory, 
annul, violate, or set aside the said civil contract, nor the sa- 
ered and religions bonds and mutual obligations entered into 
by man and wife at the solemnization of their marriage. It 
is at all times a very serious aud delicate matter for any per- 
son or persons to interfere in any manner in the unhappy 
quarrels and family diffienlties of man and wife. There aro 
few subjects brought before the Courts of our country requir. 
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ing to be treated with mare deliberate care and caution than 
divorces. 

Whenever a legislative body takes any action in cases of di- 
vorees, it is not improperly regarded as an infringement upon 
the legitimate province of the courts. For these reasons, I 
trust your honorable body will firmly refuse to interfere with 
the rights of husband and wife. Applicants seeking separa- 
tion should be directed to the courts of our Territory, where 
they can receive all the relief and remedy for theirjgrievances 
which the lews of our country afford, 

Our Territory is rapidly filling up with population, the num- 
ber of settlements are constantly increasing and extending over 
localities but a short time ago were familiar only to the red 
men. This renders inereased mail facilities absolutely neces- 
sary, to supply the growing wants of our people. 

You are best aware what new mail routes are needed, what 
are the postal necessities of the districts and counties you rep- 
resent. This, asa subject of memorialization to Congress, is 
well worthy of your early attention. : 

In reply to inquiries for statistical information, the Surveyor 
General's statement shows, that, since the organization of that 
offiee, nearly three millions of acres of the publie lands have 
been surveyed, which is seareely one-sixtieth part of the area 
ofthe Territory. During the- past year, very little progress 
has been made in the prosecution of the work in extending the 
publie surveys, owing to the meagre appropriation of only five 
thousand dollars, this being the whole sum allowed by Con- 
gress, for defraving the expenses of this branch of the public 
service in this Territory for the past year. 

Many of you are advised that some of the oldest and most 
thiekly settled localities of our Territory, are yet on unsurveyed 
lands, among which may be mentioned, Boisefort, the Willopah 
valley, and the rieh bodies of bottom lands upon the Puyallup 
and White rivers. 

The large hamigration of the past year will, of necessity, in- 
duce the occupancy of a large portion of the public domain, 
yet unsurveyed, this fact, together with the earlier settled lands 
before referred to, reqnires at your hands an earnest memorial 
to Congress, fur an inereased appropriation, to continue and 
extend the surveys of such publie lands, as will secure to all 
cules a full and fair opportunity of perfecting their land ti- 
tles. . 

To prevent onr present necessities from being a further 
drain upon the Treasury at this time, when every dollar is 
needed by the nation, in its glorious struggle to perpetuate its 
existence, would it not be well in connection with this subject, 
to memorialize the proper Department to bring the public 
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lands into market? The revenue derived from such sales 
‘would be paid into the Treasury sufficiently soon.to anticipate 
the accounts ef the various surveyors who would be engaged 
upon that labor. ‘ % 

By an act of Congress approved 80th May, 1862, the salaries 
of the Registers and Receivers of our land offices; Were reduced . 
from two thousand five hundred to five hundred:.dollars and 
fees, per annum, which together, I am informed, will not make 
their compensation under said law, more than about six hun- 
dred and dollars. The great distance between a large por- 
tion of our people, and the location of the land offices of our 
Territory, causes a large amount of written appheations for va- 
rious information respecting their donation and pre-emption 
claims, for all of which useful and unavoidable correspondence, 
no fees whatever are allowed. Such services on the part ofthe 
officers are entirely extra official, arid constitutes no part of the 
duties. oe my 

The legitimate duties of Registers and Receivers are well: 
known to be burdensome and laborious, these are positions of 
weighty responsibility, evidenced by the fact that the Receiver 
at Olympia gives approved bonds to the large amountof one | 
hundred and thirty-five thousand dollars. It may be réadily 
perceived that the small compensation of six hundred arid fifty 

ollars per annum, is entirely inadequate and disproportion- 
a to the amount of services and responsibilitles required.of 
them. 

To the people, it is of vital interest that our land offices 
should be continued in charge of competent and responsiblo 
persons, whose pay should be sufficient to reasonably compen- 
sate them for their services. ~> l 

I respectfully ask your attention to this subject, for the pur- 
pose of memorializing Congress to provide such suitable relief 
as the case requires. 

Tt is highly important to the people ef the eastern and south- 
eastern parts of our Territory, that the Indian title to all lands 
between South Passand the Columbia river, should be estin- 
guished, .A treaty with the Indians, effecting thls very desir- 
able object, would be the best means of averting the terrible 
calamity of an organized Indian insurrection, if once brought 
about, would be far more terrific in its consequences than the 
late sudden and unexpected uprising of the Indians in Minne- 
sota, where it appears about eight hundred white people were 
cruelly slaughtered, and a large amount of property destroyed. 

‘Were an Tadaa war to break out in the valley of the Snake 
river, or in any other part of our mining region where the land 
is yet owned by the Indians, it would operate as a signal fire, . 
that would arouse to arms other Indians of this and neighbor- 
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ing Territorios. Our thinly settled population would be sud- 
donly surprised, and as entirely unprepared to resist a general 
outbreak as were the unsuspecting people of Minnesota. 

Should such an unfortunate war ofthe races again be forced 
upon the people of our Territory, in all probability the conflict 
would assume that of a bloody character, resulting finally in tha 
externination of the savages. 

The news is daily coming to us that our exploring miners 
are penetrating farther and farther, searghing for gold, in these 
hitherto unfrequented places. | e 

The oceupaney of these lands, theIndiean title to which has 
notbeen extinguished, induces them tõ consider our miners and 
farmers as intruders. There is great’danger that such reason- 
ing upon the part of the Indians, may at any day be considered 
suficient cause for the commencement of hostilities. Protec- 
tion to our miners, developing the mineral wealth of this re- 
gion, requires the immediate attention of the National Govern- 
ment. The passage of an act by Congress providing for the 
extinction of the Indian title to these lands, would be the best 
course to preserve the blessings of peace to our Territory. 
have no doubt your application to Congress on thissubject will 
meet with success. 

The establishment of an Agricultural College would sezure 
permanent benefits to the people of the Territory, the impor- 
tance of which must be apparent to all. I would, therefore, 
urge the adoption ofa memorial praying Congress for a grant 
of land in aid of such an institution. 

The current history of the mighty events now transpiring, 
teach us the importance of providing our people with military 
education, to prepare them for any exigencies which may arisa 
from invasion without, or civil war within. The forniation at 
this time of a suitable schoo! for military Instruction, would be 
of material advantage to the Territory and the future State. 
To aid in sueh an object, Congress would undoubtedly be wil- 
Ting to make a grant of land. I commend the subject to your 
thvorable notice as eminently entitled to a strong memorial ta 
that body. , 

The act of Congress approved July 1, 1862, providing the 
necessary means to secure the construction of a Pacific rail 
road and telegraph line, merits the warmest congratulations of 
the people of the Pnited States, and more especially, it is a 
matter of vital importance to the future convenience, prosper- 
ity and general welfare of the population of the States and 
‘Perritories west of the Rocky mountains. 

Whatever action your honorable bodies may think proper to 
tuke, in memorializing Congress to provide similar aid for the 
construction ofa branch railroad to the Columbia river, or in 
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favor of a northern road from Minnesota to Puget Sound, will 
doubtless meet with the approbation of the people you repre- 
sent, 

Land fortifications, together with an iron-clad Monitor, so 
necessary for the protection of our fast increasing commercial 
business, shipping, towns, lumber manufacturing, and coal 
mining establishments on Puget Sound and the Columbia riv- 
er, require the immediate attention of the United States Gov- 
ernment, Thay are, therefore, a proper subject for your early 
consideration for a memorial to Congress. 

The advantages arising from the transmission of informa- 
tion across this Continent, by means of telegraph, is duly ap- 
preciated by the people west of the Rocky Mountains, whotake 
a mighty interest in the contest now going on in the Eastern 
States, as well asia commercial intercourse. A branch tele- 
graphic line will, in a few months, be in practical operation 
from Sacramento to Vancouver, on the Columbia river; thus 
the southern border of our Territory will soon be placed in di- 
rect connection with our National Capitol and all parts of the 
United States. The convenience and commercial advantages 
to be derived from direct telegraphic communication with all 
parts of our country, may easily be secured to the people of this 
Territory by the passage of an act, granting a charter for the 
extension of said line from Vancouver to our northern bounda- 
ry, thence to connect with a line from British Columbia and 
Victoria. Another charter will be necessary, for a line from 
Vaneouver through Walla Walla, to the eastern part of tha 
Territory. i r 

The convenience and interests ofthe people would be greatly 
promoted by telegraph lines being extended throughout the 
Territory, and I have no doubt your favorable action on this 
subject will be duly appreciated by your constituents. 


Tho last session of our Territorial Legislature very wisely 
and humanely passed an act to provide for the safe keeping of 
insane and idiotice persons, wherein it is made the duty. of the 
Governor and Auditor of the Territory to provide by contract 
for the clothing, care, medical attendance and safe keeping of 
all such persons in our Territory. In fulfilling the duties in 
accordance with. the requirements of said act, it affords me 
great pleasure to be able to Inform you that, with the co-opera- 
tion and praiseworthy assistance of R, M. Walker, the Tervito- 
rial Auditor, a favorable contract has been made with the Sis- 
ters of Charity at Vancouver, for the safe keeping of all these 
unfortunate persons. 

The short distance from the most westerly bend of the norta 
fork of the Colwnbia river and the navigable waters of Puget 
Sound, is go well known, that it needs only alluding to in order 
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to secure your attention to the propriety of asking Congress for 
a reasonable appropriation to construct a military road, on the 
shortest practicable line connecting said water-courses. 

The most important subject that claims your attention, is the 
necessary of adopting the best method of stopping at once and 
forever, the attrocious murders, robberies and plunderings, 
that have been committed annually by the Snake and other 
tribes of Indians, upon our valuable and enterprising miners, 
their pack trains conveying goods and provisions to them 
while engaged in their arduous labors, at a grear distance from 
our frontier settlements. More particularly has it become a 
positive necessity to protect the vast numbers of men, women 
and children of our overland emigrants, from the savage bru- 
tality of Indians along the road trom South Pass, down the 
valley of the Snake, to the Columbia river. 

It is a standing disgrace to ourselvesand to our country that, 
for the past twelve years, the Snake and.other tribes of Indians, 
with their wicked associates and accomplices of white men, 
have every year committed the most outrageous robberies and 
murders upon our overland emigrants, White females have 
been carried into Indian captivity, and are yet held in bondage 
by these savages. For the honor and credit of our race, those 
white women ought to be immediately reseued. 


Ifa correct list of the names conid be obtained, of all the 
white men, women and children, that have been murdered; 
and those carried into captivity, during the last twelve years, 
with a list of the thousands of horses, mules, cattle, money and 
other valuable property, consisting in many instances of every- 
thing the emigrant owned, such a trigntful statement of crimes, 
would startle every good man in our country. All would 
promptly enquire, When are these wrongs and crueltices to be 
stopped? When is our traveled road to be made from moles- 
tation? When are these murderers and robbers to be pun- 
ished for their past crimes? When are the large herds of stal- 
et horses, mules aud cattle, with all other valuable property’to 
be rescued from the thieves and restored to their rightful own- 
ets, their widows and children? Few of these murderers have 
yet been punished, and none of the property has yet been re- 
covered. 

The great question now is, How are the lives of future emi» 
grants, aud their property to be protected during the next en- 
suing yews? From the mest reliable information, it seems 
generally believed that the surest remedy will be found in the 
Government of the United States establishing a line of milita- 
ry posts along the road leading from the South Pass of the 
Rocky Mountains, (near the south-east corner of this Territo- 
ry.) down the Snake river valley to the Columbia. 
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To secure the the establishment of said line of military sta- 
tions, T hope your honorable body will unanimously memori- 
nlize Congress for this purpose. : 

While on this-subject, it is proper I should state that during 
the past season Gen. Geo. Wright, the commanding officer of 
the Department of the Pacific, very considerately issued an or. ` 
der directing all the military forces that could be spared to be 
sent up the Snake river road, to meet and protect the overland 
emigrants. General B. Alvord, with Col. Justin Steinberger, 
of Walla Walla, romptly executed the said orders, by for- 
warding Lieut-Col. Maury, with a portion of Oregon cayalry, 
who vigilantly and successfully guarded said emigrnuts past 
the Salmon Falls and other dangerous places. he oF 

itis highly gratifying that these officers have harmoniously ` 
and vigorously acted in concert, and by their united exertions * 
large numbers of emigrants with their property have been pro- 
tected. Notwithstanding the caution and diligence used by. 
the officers and men of the escorts, itis to bs lamented that 
several emigrants whose great hurry to get to the Solmon riv- 
er and other gold mines induced them to rush onward at a dis- 
tance from these military escorts, some of whom were mur. 
dered and robbed by the Indians. 

The operations in the gold districts of our Territory, durin 
the season just closed, have resulted in a manner most grati- 
fying. Experienced and skillfal miners are convinced that our 

gold-bearing region is rich with treasure. 

A large number of those engaged in the mines did not ar- 
rive until late in the season—many of them only in time to be- 
gin to prospect. , 

In the preparations necessary to a proper commencement of 
the work in sume diggings, many obstacles of serious hin- 
drence were met with, frequently causing vexatious delays. 
Notwithstanding these and other advantages incidental to the 
opening of new mines, the yield of gold has been astonishingly 

arg. 

The amount taken this year from the mines on the tributa- 
ries of the Columbia is estimated between eight and ten mil- 
lion of collars. 


Many promising mines were discovered late in the season» 
some of which are of the richest character. 

A large number of persons are wintering in the mines, where 
new and thriving towns are springing up. 

These facts, in connection with the fruits of this year’s labor, 
furnishes the strongest evidence of the great value of the mines. 
Tt is fiir to presume that as eight or ten millions have been . 
gathered in this year’s operations, under such unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, more than double that amount will he collected 
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next season, and the annual yield hereafter will continue to in- 
crease at that ratio for many years to come. 

Fellow-citizens, I leave these views with you. It will be my 
duty, as will as pleasure, to co-operate with you in furthering 
the interests of the people of this Territory. Let us unite to 
elevate their moral, social, and political virtue. Tet us teach 
the youth to revere him whose name she bears, that they may ` 
ever be loyal to that Government which he contributed so 
largely to establish. Let us frown down treason, or sympathy 
with it, by our steadfast adherence to the Government, in its 
every effort to suppress this rebellion. bet each one of us 
stand by the Constitution and Union as the only harbor of Na- 
tional safety, thanking God, we are yet exempt from the rav- 

of war, but feeling none the less the pangs of woe at our 
country’s affliction. She will yet ride successfully through the 
storm of treason and rebellion, and survive the great crisis now 
being undergone. Outof this war America must emerge 
brighter, more powerful and dearer than ever to every lover of 
human rights. : 

God grant that our most anxious hopes may be realized. In 
Him we irust, and our prayers cannot be in vain,

To the Legislative Ascembly of the Territory of Washington $ 

By the 15th section of the act of the Legislative Assembly, 
entitled “An act to incorporate the University of the Territo- 
ry of Washington,” passed January 24, 1862, it is provided that 
the Board of Regents “shall make an exbibit of the afigirs of 
the University in each year, to the Legislature, setting forth 
the condition of the University, the amount of its receipts and

This amount is quite an item in the liabilities ofthe Territo- 
ty, and as the University is now amply sufficient not only to 
pay these Commissioners for their services in selection of lands, 
etc,, but to reimburse the needy treasury of the Territory, in 
the amount already paid them. 


The Government Direct Taz. 


The Legislature by an act passed at the last session, assumed 
the collection of the direct tax of $7,755 83, levied upon the 
Territory by Act of Congress of August 5th, 1861. The late- _ 
ness of the season, before the assessment rolls could be obtain- 
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ed from the counties, has very much delayed collecting, as the 
usual annual tax had been collected wheu the apportionment 
of the government tax was levied, and as there is no provision 
made to pay county officers fur this service, it is more than 
likely that the whole amount will not be made up until the 
coming spring. The Legislature van make provision for plac- 
ing the amount tothe credit of the government, and order the 
reimbursement to the Territory as soon as the amount is col- 
lected. Up tothis time some six hundred dollara have been 
paid into the treasury. : 


Provision for the Insane. 


An act of the Legislature passed January 29th, 1862, made 
it the duty of the Govenor and Auditor of the Tirritory, to 
make suitable arrangements for the keeping of the insane and 
idiotic persons ofthe several counties. As a matter of econo- 
my for the present, looking to the depletedstate ofthe treasury, 
the Executive with most praise-worthy fiuancial ability suc- 
ceeded in closing a contract with the Sisters of Charity, of the 
city of Vancouver, for the term of three years, at the rate ‘of 
$8 per week, which includes proper attention, board, clothing, ' 
medicine and medical attendance. 


The Rejected Public Lands of the Territory. 


Up to the Ist of November last, there had been reported to 
the Register of the land office at this place, one hundred and 
forty-four thousand acres of swanıp and other lands as unfit 
for cultivation or settlement. I would respectifully suggest 
that the Legislature ask Congress to grant to the Territory all 
lands that have been reported up to this time as impracticable 
of survey or as unfit for settlement. Whatever may be the 
location of these lands, or however worthless they may be 
deemed at present, future development may render them of 
value to the Territory as a source of revenue.

1 respectfully invite the 
attention of your Excellency to the subject, as itis apparent- 
that some legislation is needed, to enable or require the sheriff 
of tha Territory ta hold sneh nrisoners. 
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The burden falls heavily upon the guard house, at Fort 
Walla Walla, as itis needed for the prisoners legitimately - 
eontined by the military authorities.

* That on or about.the 20th day of May last, we proceeded to 
Snake river, and commenced the opening of a pack trail, and 
continued our labors until we reached a point about four miles 
trom the old Indian trail, 1eading from Red Lake to the mili- 
tary road on the Netchess, at which point, our provisions giving 
cut, we were compelled to stop our labors. 

_ Though four of the company completed a survey through 
the remaining distance, we would further state that we believé 
that two weeks more labor will make a good pack trail through 
the entire distance, from the point of commencement, to the 
open country on the other side of the mountains. 

Your corporators would further report, that a comparatively 
small amount of labor will make a fair and passable wagon 
road, as the ground is for the most part level, no mountains or 
hills to pass that wouldin any any way interfere. All of 
which is hereby respectfully submitted.

Washington Territory may well feel proud of this her first reg- 
iment raised to support the Government in asserting its su-

‘Though doing duty here, they are not only faithful sentries 
on the outposts, but their keeping the peace within our bor- 
ders has enabled the National Government to call into more 
active fields that portion of the regular army hitherto assigned 
to our protection. This régiment has not been raised under 
the influence of excitement. The enlistments were slow and 
sute, the officers judiciously selected, and equal cireumspection 
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exercised in the acceptance of the men. From reliable “quar 
ters I learn of the efficiency of this corps in drill and discipline,’ 
and it must prove a matter of gratification to our people to fee 
the sense of safety the presence of such a force must inspire, 
should necessity occur to call them into action in our midst.

GENTLEMEN :—Llerewith, we enclose a copy of the contract 
entered into with the Sisters of Charity at Vancouver, W. T., 

tor the safe keeping, boarding, clothing and medical treatment 
` of the insane and idiotic persons of Washington Territory, 
agreeably to an act passed by the Legislature of W. T., at the 
session of 1861-2, entitled, an actto provide for the safe keep- 
ing and treatment of insane and idiotie persons, wherein it is 
made a duty of the Governor and Territorial Auditor to con- 
tract, &e. 

In compliance with said law, and in obedience to its direc- 
tions, we advertised in newspapers for several weeds, inviting 

roposals for such purposes: The bids received were, one from 

essrs, Hawthorne and Loryea of Portland, Oregon, proposing 
to receive such patients for a term of three years, $12 00 per 
week for each patient. f 

Dr. H. A. Smith of Seattle, W. T., proposed to keep them 
for $9 00 perweek. An offer was received from the Sisters of 
Charity at Vancouver, to properly care for the insane and idi- 
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otic, for a term of three years, at $8 00 per week. “The Aud- 
itor visited and examined the private hospitals at. Portland 
and Vancouver, and was satisfied both were well suited 
‘taking care of said’ patients. The wide différents between 
eight dollars per week at the Vancouver ‘Hospital and 
twelve dollars per week at Portland, together with the consid- 
eration that at some period each Territory or State must nécea- 
sarily provide their own insane hospitals, and the fact.that‘the 
costs and charges for keeping the insate and idiotic persons is 
collected from the tax-payers of our Territory, therefore it ap- 
peared wise and proper to begin at once to support an institd- 
tion within our own Territory. For these and other reasons, 
we thought it our daty to execute said contract with the Van-« 
couyer lfospital, all of which is respectfully submitted. 

Both before and since the date of said contract, we have been 
assured by resident persons at Vancouver of the highest integ-

Communication. from Oregon Asylum to Special Committee of Council. 
Portnand, January 9th, 1863, . 
“Mxssrs. Morr ano Huss, Olympia, 


Genilemen > Your communication of the 8d inst., it rela- 
tion to the insane, was received to-day, and in order to for- 
ward a reply, so as to reach you in reasonable time, the atten- 
tion bestowed upon the subject has of necessity been limited. 

T enclose a reply to certain interrogatories, addressed by my- 
zelf to Dr. Loryea, my partner, who is the attending physician, 
wand whose duty it is to be there every day, and give. strict at- 
tantion to the medical care of the inmates, as well as superviss 
matters In general. z 

I visit the institution frequently, as physician, as well as to 
oversee the general business of the house. 

A less number tkan fifty insane patients can not be treated 
properly, yet with a less number, we do treat them as well as 
we can, hoping-shortly to have the requisite number. And 
when I say this, I mean that with a less number, it is impodsi- 
ble to have the proper buildings, attendants, &c., &c., for to 
yield a sufficient revenue to meet the heavy expenses. It will 
strike any one of ordinary information, that something like 
fifty are necessary, besides this, that mumber is necessary tó 
classify them. i ` ; 
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: To answer your question, ‘as to the means for the. treatment 
of insane, I will give youa sketch of our institution, © <- ., 
The main building is 40 by 20 feet, two stories, each 11, feet, 
high, with cupola ou top; and 4 water tank in cupola- which 
holds 500 gallons of pure spring Water, thrown, there by a by 
draulic ram. Immediately under this tank. are. two: others,, 
whieh,-togéther, will hold 1,100 gallons. From these-the pipes 
ara taken to all parts of the house, to be used for washing: the. 
house every morning, from top to bottom, and for bathing pur. 
posos. Also, in case of fire, we bave hose to be attached there-. 
to; that will throw the water to the top of the house, In thig 
house, we have a hall up and down stairs, 10 feet wide, ranuing 
through the house. Down stairs are an office and four small): 
rooms 8 by 15 feet, aud two large wards 15 by 20 feet. . Up- 
stairs the same size hall, and five small with two large ‘rooms, - 
_ We are about finishing an addition to the main building, «a 
wing 34 by 64 feet, with hall 10 feet wide, running full length 
of the house, both up and down stairs, with a two-storied porch: 
in rear of main, and at the end of addition, from which the 
stairs go up to new building. op tees 
The object is to Jeave the hall as free as is possible, in-order' 
to leave room for exercise of patients. This building contains. 
34 rooms in all, sixteen small ones on each floor, and one darge.. 
One of the small rooms in each story will be used.as a wash 
and bath room, as it is necessary to pay special regard to this 
matter with the insane. The windows and doors are strong, 
and grated whenever necessary. -The house is well ventilated 
and all other matters as well regulated as any institution of the 
kind, for a like purpose, or at least, by the time we have itcom:

We have.two large yards, one for male and the other for fe- 
male patients, with fence as high astoprevent escape.

In regard to the manner of maintaining and taking- eare.of 
the insane, I will have to refer you. more especially.to Dr. Lgr- 
yea’s remarks, which will afford you, perhaps, a general. idea 
upon that point; butitis quite impossible to write, at- leagt 
within reasonable limits, anything upon the point that would 
give anything like very. general information. ` Thisis owing to 
the great variety of cases, and consequently, the vatious meas- 
ures made use of for the treatment or management of different 
eases. In brief, the means are those that experience for years 
ast has been found best adapted to the care and treatment of 
insanity, in the best asylums in Europe and America, 
The manner is such, also, as is adopted in like institutions, 
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and ean only be successfully carried out by those who are 
schooled to such business, and have a natural disposition for 
tHé same.

cal attention, medicine, &c., everything after they are deliverdcd 
tous at the asylum. Thisis as little as anyone can tike 
charge of such patients for at the present time, and give them 
the treatment and afford them the} means for recovery which 
. they shodld have. Irefer you to my partner's letter for an- 
-swer, as well as what I have said, hopeing that in both, you 
may find it in some degree, the desired information. 

In the future, when our institution is more firmly established, 
and we-can have fifty to seventy patients, we can undoubtedly 

_keep them forless money, but at the present, under all cireum- 
stances, this isthe least which I think anyone ean ineur tke nes. 
cessary ‘expense, time and attention, and treat this class of un- 
fortunates for. We were in hopes that Washington Territory. 
would unite with Oregon, and by their united effort, build up 

‘an institution that would not only be au honor to the people 
of both, but that would prove as effectual in restoring to rea- 
son, those who were so unfortunate as to need the charity, as ` 
those institutions of the East. Sucha one wedesign to build 
up, and have great hopes, even without the aid of your Terri- - 
tory, we shali be able to accomplish, but at the same time, . 
sheukd be most happy to have your assistance In this worthy 
cause. 

We have at present, twenty-two patients in our assylum. 
The number is too small to be a paying business, and also 
lacks, as already explained, the material; to classify them. In 
alt these things, we are improving almost daily, and will, we 
trust, with a few months, find that we can at least save a small 
amount for our trouble, &c. 

I trast. gentlemen, you will exeuse the imperfect manner and 
matter of these replies, and accept my best wishes for your 
success in the cause of the unfortunate individuals whose in- 
terests you have under consideration.

“The duties of the Attending Physician arè. constant, for 
there is a péried in the course of Insanity; whith, when taken 
advantage of ab the flood, leads dn to recovery } if not, perma- 
neht-insanity is the result. In:order to accomplish this, I am 
in constant attention to the patients-of the Oregon State Asy- 
lum, and have frequently to avail myself of the wise counsels of 
Dr. Glisan, the Exaroining Physician,” (appointed by the 
Governor,) and the Visiting Physician, Dr. J. C. Hawthorne. - 
- This speciality of medical science, to “minister to the mind 
diseased,” incapacitates a medical man from attending to other 
duties of a Physician. It is a life-time task, and many a one 
has grown gray in the service, aye, many a one sacrificed a 
young life amid the yells and:demoniacal ravings of an Insane 
Asylum. Itis by no means uncommon to findin Eastern Asy- 
ldm-many “Attending Physicians* who have livéd within 
such walls thirty or forty years, me 
Sich is the medieul aid the Insane require. z 

' The morat treatment is second, but of primary importance 
in rendering the Insane or Idiotic patient curable.” Atour 
Asylum, the Superintendent, Dr. Milliken, (late Superiitend. 
ent of the McLane Insane Asylum, in Boston,) and his assist- 
ants, Messrs, Kustner and Garduér, are constantly employed in 
this department, their duties commencing at $ o'clock, A.M, 
and ending at 9 o’clock P. M. Patients have to be taught to 
eat, drink and sleep properly, fot a. majority of the Insane. per, 
form these ordinary but necessary functions of lifé'in’ a man:

In other worde, the “circles” > 
must live together, seperate and apart from others. They 
amuse themselves, eat, drink and sleep in a sphere of their 
own. 

The consequence of this disideratum renders all means of 
curing insane patients unavailable, except in Asylums where - 
this classification can be obtained and every requisite is thera 

rocurable for restoring this most unfortunate of buman be~- 
ings to reason. The simply taking care of patients is nothing. 
If such is the wish of the public, it were bator that the poor 
Insane or Idiotic should be eased of his troubles by death, 
Science and philanthropy eure the worst of cases, 3 

To confine Insane and Idiotic persons in rooms, restrain tham 
in “straight jackets,” as has been done in Oregon and Wash», 
inglon Territory, is inhuman, anda relie of barbarism whith, . 
happily through our, humbje efforts, hag vanished from Oro-, 
gon, and we trust an enlightened public sentiment of its Chris- 
tian people will ramoye this stain from Washington Territory 
at no distant day. He who will, forthe sake of gain, barter 
with the misfortunes of the afflicted, should receive the con- 
tempt of his fellow men, for he is not fit to bask in the sun- 
beans that God hus given to man to light his path through 
life.

There should be end is attached to every Insane Asylum an 
extensive area of pleasure and farming lands. From statisticait . 
is estimated that one acre ta every patient of such grounds is 
necessary.

For the moral treatment of patients, there is necessary to: 
have at least fifty and not more than three hundred in an Asy- , 
lum. This is the experience of all Insane Asylura Superintend, ' 
ents. 

The cost for board, lodging and clothes of Insane patients is, 
from data ofall Asylums in the Fast, at about $5 00 per pa~ 
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tient. This does not include the salaries of officers and attend- 
ants and cost of buildings. This would increase it to about 
$8 00 per week for each patient. From want of time, I have 
not been able to be more full ia answer to your questions.

That in the opinion of your memorialists an injury was iu- 
ficted upon a large portion of the commerce and trade of Puget - 
Sound by an act of Congress which forbids the entrance and 


clearance of vessels at Port Townsend. 
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That also in the opinion of your memorialists a large num- 
ber of the vessels engaged in the trade of Puget Sound are sub- 
ject to serious delays and inconveniences, by beirg prohibited 
the entrance and clearance of their vessels at Port Townsend. 
Nor do your memorialists believe that Congress,if properly 
informed, would subject the commerce and trade between Pu- 
- get Sound and the British colonies adjoining, to th very great 
delays and inconveniences to which they are now: „ected by 
consequence of said act. 

Wherefore your memorialists pray that an act be passed to 
constitute Port Townsend a port of entry, for the entrance and 
clearance of vessels destined to and from the Puget Sound col- 
jection district, and that a Deputy Collector of Customs may 
be appointed thereto, :
